May it pleaſe your Lordſhip. Gentle- 


men of the jury. I have been called upon 
in the courſe of my profeſſional duty to ſtate 
to you the nature of the caſe againſt the 


unfortunate men at the bar; and to perſons 


of ſerious and ſober thinking it muſt. have 


excited ſenſations of a very uneaſy kind, to 
learn that you are to day to paſs on the lives 
or deaths of ſo many of your fellow citizens. 


Gentlemen, in our journey through life we 


are very often. caſt into very uncomfortable 
ſituations ; but it is your duty and mine, as 
it is the duty of every man, to meet his duty 
manfully, and to diſcharge it honeſtly : I am 
perfectly ſure, gentlemen, that the cauſe of 
theſe men will be ſafe under your conſidera-- 


tion, with the directions you will receive 
from the noble and learned judge: on the 


part of the defendants, they have every claim 
to your beſt and moſt diſcriminating atten- 
tion; becauſe, undoubtedly, if you ſhould 
feel yourſelves called upon by virtue. of the 
oath you. have takeu ; if you. ſhould feel 
yourſelves called upon by the obligations of 


conſcience to pronounce them guilty, they 


will have little hope of mercy in this world: 
on the part of the publick there are claims 
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lence to the priſoner Hubbard; it will be, 
in point of law, perfectly immaterial whe- 


on you to attend to this caſe with the moſt 
ſerious and conſiderate caution, becauſe it 


preſents a- murder of the moſt horrid and 
attrocious kind committed, with circum- 
ſtances of defiance of all the attention of the 
police that have hardly been equalled in this 
country in modern times; there will be an 
end of all ſecurity in ſociety, if crimes like 
this attributed to theſe unfortunate men 
ſhould paſs with impunity : gentlemen, to 
you I dare fay it will be unneceſſary to 
make the obſervation J am going to make; 
I make it becauſe I know an occation recent 
to us all, I mean the riots in 1780; vulgar 
minds were impreſſed with an idea that 
proſecutions like the preſent were unfit, in- 
decorous, and not proper to be had; it has 
deen ſuppoſed by ſuch minds that to call on 
2 jury to attend to the cafe of ſeven or eight 
perſons together, is a thing not to be done 
in a country governed as this is by wiſe and 
juſt laws; gentlemen, it is of neceſſity that 
it ſhould be done ; if many perſons engage 
in the perpetratjon of the ſame crime, ee 
- muſt be arraigned together, their guilt muſt 
be inquired into by the ſame jury, the fame 
jury muſt do their beſt to find out and diſ- 
criminate that guilt ; therefore, gentlemen, 
it is no impeachment on the law, it is no 
arraignment of the proceedings of courts of 
Juſtice that they ſhould be tried together, in 


truth it is more beneficial for them, and 


thoſe that fancy theſe things are injurious, 
if they conſidered the ſubject diſpaſſionately, 
world. diſcover, that in-the way in which 
Juſtice is adminiſtered in this conntry, it 
is in truth more beneficial to the parties 
accuſed than any other mode of proceeding 
could poſſibly be: gentlemen, I have the 
pleaſure, on the preſent occaſion, to aſſure 
you that the number of perfons will not ex- 
cite any difficulty in the deciſion; that it 
will be extremely eaſy to apply your minds 
to the caſes of the ſeveral priſoners, under 
the direction, and with the aſſiſtance, you 
will receive from the Court: gentlemen, 
the firſt object of your enquiry will be this,

ret were- affociates in the guilt” of that 
other perſon it will make no difference; 


but | believe it will app:ar from the teſti- 


mony of very many witneſſes, that the mor- 
tal wound, as alleged to Hubbard, is con- 
ſiſtent with truth; you will have the good- 
neſs to direct your minds firſt to the en- 
quiry whether he was guilty of the fact al- 
leged againſt him, then you will ſee what 
ſhare the other priſoners have taken in that 


_ guilt, whether they were preſent, whether 


they encouraged him, by adding to that 
force which he would not have had alone 
to perpetrate this crime, and whether they 
lent themſelves to his guilty purpoſe : gen- 
tlemen, it is neceſſary I ſhould ſtate to you, 
that, in order to make perſons acceſſaries, 
as we call it in common phraſe, to the guilt 
of murder, it is not neceſſary that all of 
them ſhould intend that a murder ſhould be 
commntted ; if many perſons are engaged in 
an jo vc act, in a breach of the peace, or 
any aſſault which they do not intend ſhall 
end in murder, ſtill, if murder is the event, 
it is equally murder in them all. Gentle- 
men, I ſhall now proceed to ſtate to you 
the circumſtances which led to this melan- 
choly tragedy; on the 16th of February 
the prifoners at the bar, who had long been 
aſſociates, and had infeſted the neighbour- 
hood of Saffron-hill and Chick-lane, were 
aſſembled, all but Hubbard, in a publick- 
houſe at the corner of Chick-lane, known 
by the fign of the Crown and Anchor; 
about half paſt eight o'clock the priſoner 
Hubbard arrived : it is immaterial to. ſtate 
to you on what occaſion he came there: 
the priſoner Frere brought in a caſk of 
cherry brandy, which he deſired the land- 
lord to purchaſe of him; for reaſons which 


were very good ones, the landlord refuſed 


to purchaſe it, upon which Frere ſpiled the 
caſk, and gave ſome to the priſoners : about 
nine o'clock, inflamed probably with liquor, 
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they all ſallied forth to the door of that 
publick-houſe, and there they ſtood in a 
very riotous mob, accompanied by ſeveral 
proſtitutes of the loweſt order; while they 
were ſtanding there a man of the name of 
Davis was paſſing along; the firſt act (and, 
gentlemen, I ſtate this, not for the purpoſe 
of influencing your minds againſt the pri- 
ſoners, but for the purpoſe of marking to 
you, that thoſe who will come by and by 
to identify the priſoners, had the means of 
knowing them; they had the means of fix- 
ing their attention) a poor man, of the 
name of Davis, a coal- porter, was knocked 
down by ſome of this gang without the 
ſmalleſt provocation: I mention this only 
becauſe Davis will be called to. you as a 
witneſs ; he will be called to identify ſome 
of the perſons at the bar, and that they were 
ſo aſſembled : very ſoon after this a man of 
the name of Connor, a day labourer, was 
returning to his lodging, within a few doors, 


he was under the neceſſity, from the nar- 


rowneſs of the place, to paſs through this 
gang of perſons; they huſtled him; and 
he made uſe of an expreſſion, dn you, 
what are you at? why do not you let people 
go along; upon this they fell upon him 
with their ſticks; they beat him in a very 
violent manner, and' he at laſt eſcaped into 
the Crown and Anchor ; he repreſented his 
alarm, ſtated his fear of going home, and he 
begged ſomebody would protect him home, 
imagining that the preſence of anybody 
with whom they were acquainted would 
keep them in order; the maſter was gone 
to bed, and the waiter could not leaye the 
houſe : the poor man waited there till he 
thought theſe people were diſperſed, and 
then he came out: I ſtated firſt theſe per- 
ſons had beat him with their ſticks, and at 
that time no other inſtrument appears to 
have been uſed ; but on his coming out he 
found they were laying in wait for him; 
he found they were waiting for his coming 
and as ſoon as he came within their reach 
they attacked him with drawn knives and 
ſticks, and uſed him in the moſt cruel man- 
ner; the poor man ſcrambled to his lodg- 
ing : he lodged at a houſe' with a man of 
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the ſame name, Connor z and Conner and 
the unfortunate deceaſed, Hoſty, came out 
to his aſſiſtance; and as ſoon as they came 
out they were attacked by different perſons, . 
cut with their knives, and mangled in a ter- 
rible manner; at laſt Hoſty, who had been 


cut and mangled, got to the door of a Mr. 


Carey, a grocer, he fell, and in falling, 
partly in the houſe and partly out of it, it 
will be proved to you by many witneſſes, 
but particularly by Mrs. Carey, who has no 
doubt of the perſon; that as he fell, the 
priſoner Hubbard gave him the wound 
which occaſioned his death; that he gave, 
as it appeared to her, the whole force of his 
body to the blow, and he accompanied it 
with the moſt horrid and violent expreſ- 
ſions, which it is not material to ſtate to 
you ; they are fuch as make one's nature 
ſhudder, expreſſing the deliberate purpoſe 
of deſtroying this unfortunate victim : gen- 
tlemen, the poor man fell at the door 
wounded by the knife of Hubbard; he had 
purſued kim te that door, he was followed 
by ſome of his affociates, and he had the 
barbarity to jump and tread on the head and 
breaſt of the poor man; in this ſituation, 
glorying in what he had done, boaſting of 
it, he will be deſcribed by ſeveral witneſſes; 
gentlemen, at laſt the poor man was dragged 
into the houſe, and Mrs, Carey, imagining 
that her ſex might poſſibly diſarm the fury 
of theſe ruffians, went to the door, and 
deſired them to go away; Hubbard was 
then dancing and jumping with his knife in 
his hand, and uſing the moſt horrid expreſ- 
ſions, that he would have him out; he went 
away, and came back accompanied by ſeve- 
ral of his aſſociates; he ſwore the b—y 
b—r was in the houſe, he was ſure, and 
would have him out; gentlemen, upon this 
Carey and his family were alarmed for their 
own ſafety, and Carey went for a conſtable 
and I mention this fact to you, cautioning 


you againſt accumulating this to the guilt 


of the priſoners àt the bar; God knows, if 
they are guilty of the murder, it requires 
no aggravation of their caſe; but for the 
purpoſe of ſhewing that the witneſſes who 
will ſwear to their PO had- the — 
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of knowing them; he made uſe of this ex- 


ring pee: to Carey, you will go for a conſta- 


le, will you! blaſt you, we will give it 
you; and he immediately attacked Mr. 
Carey, and he was knocked down by theſe 
— ; the wife and Fiſher, a lodger, ran 


. out to his aſſiſtance; he was laying on the 


ground, crying out murder, and the prifoner 
and ſome others kicking him as he lay on 


the ground; at that time Hubbard, Arm- 
ſtrong, and Jones were ſtanding over him; 
Jones was attempting to jump on him ; 


Fiſher puſhed. him away, and had a violent 
blow on his head; at this time ſome of 
them exclaimed, d—n you, draw your 
knives : gentlemen, after this the poor man 


was taken to a houſe in the neighbourhood, 


and from thence to the hoſpital, for a few 


days, when he died moiſt unqueſtionably of 


the wound that had been given him : the 
queſtion, therefore, that you have to decide 
is, whether you can truſt to the teſtimony 


of the witneſſes; if you believe them, if 


you believe them perſons deſerving of 
credit, if you believe they tell their ſtories 
in a manner not to excite ſuſpicion, not to 


excite an apprehenſion, that they are impo- 


ſing upon you, if you believe they are not 
miſtaken, it will be your duty to pronounce 


him guilty of the murder, and it will be 


alſo your duty to pronounce what ſhare all 
the other priſoners had in the tranfaction: 
the evidence againſt them is undoubtedly 
extremely different; as to ſome of them it 
will be proved by many witneſſes, as to 


thoſe to whom they will ſwear will be leſs 


connected in the. tranſaction : I will direct 


your. attention to ſome of thoſe againſt 
whom undoubtediy the evidence does not 
appear to be ſo pregnant; with reſpect to 
the priſoner Savage, he was one of thoſe 


who compoſed the gang in Brewhouſe- yard, 
but J am not able to connect him with the 


door of Mr. Carey, or with the actual time 


of the murder; I am ſure if any mereciful 
diſtinction can be made, it will be made,. 
and urged. to your conſideration by the 


higheſt poſſible authority; gentlemen, with 


reſpect to one of the priſoners I ſhall be able 


to prove by one witneſs, that, if he was not 


connected with the murder, he was after. 
wards, while the windows. were breaking, 
one of thoſe that were ſtanding there and 
laughing at the tranſaction ; with reſpect to 
the reſt, I ſhall prove them guilty, I am 
afraid, by many witneſſes: and, gentlemen, 
it is lamentable indeed that the law has 
called upon you to make. ſo many victims 
to publick juſtice ; you and I have nothing 
to do with that ; it 1s your duty and mine 
to attend honeſtly and fairly to the conſide- 


ration of the facts; and though the conſe- 


quence of your verdict may be the offering 
up to publick juſtice and ſociety many vic- 
tims, though it may inflict you with pain, 
yet it will not induce you to ſwerve from 
your duty; and though your ſituation be 
undoubtedly a very unpleaſant one, yet you 
will meet that ſituation like me, and diſ- 
charge it like honeſt men, looking neither 
to the right hand nor to the left, but doing 
your duty as the evidence ſhall compel you: 
gentlemen, I ſhall call the witneſſes, many 
of whom have felt terror in coming for- 
ward ; but I hope they will learn that they 
are under the protection of the Court, and 
that nothing can happen to them for telling 
the truth ; and God forbid they ſhould ſtate 
either more or leſs : gentlemen, I ſhall now © 
proceed to call the witnefles in ſupport of 
the facts I have related to you, and I doubt 

not but on the refult of the whole, your 
verdict will be ſuch as to meet the appro-

I am a waiter at the Crown and Anchor 
the corner of Chick-lane, and was fo the 
16th of Feb. laſt ; L know the priſoners, 


and faw all of them'on that day ; they were 
there, the middle of the day and all the day 


but Hubbard, who did not come till eight 


or- nine, ſame little I think before nine, 


and Douglas not after five or fix, They 
ſtaid in our houſe after Hubbard came in 


about 
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about a quarter of an hour or twenty mi- 
nutes; they, to the beſt of my knowledge, 
had a little bit of a cag with ſome liquor in 
it, that was Frere; they drank ſome of the 
liquor, and Diſdale had ſome beer; I re- 
member Armſtrong going out firſt and they 
all abſconded the houſe about ten minutes 
before nine; I never faw them again that 
night. After they were gone out about

I was the huſband of the deceaſed Su- 
ſannah Dell; I live in Shawe's-court, 
Newtoner's lane; on the 8th of May 
I left of work about ſeven, came to the 
court, my wife, was in James Field's room 
in company with both the priſoners, and 
with Ann Laurence and James Field; 


Field and Laurence live together—l went 


up into the room; there had been ſome 
words. between Anderſon and ſome other 
people either out of doors or in the room, 
and Robert Anderſon began upen me al- 
moſt directly as I came into the room: he 
began upon me with a naked knife and 
ſwore he would run it into me; he had 
the knife in his hand; I told him ſeveral 
times to be quiet, treated him with a pot 


of beer, and the. landlord alſo treated him 


with a pot of beer : he began afreſh, and 


my wife jumped up and caught hold of 


him by the arm and ſaid, my dear Bob, 


do not hurt my huſband, . I told him, ſays 
I Bob, if I had a flick I would make you 
be quiet, but I had no ſtick or any thing 
elſe ; he wanted me to take hold of any 
thing to defend myſelf ; I took hold of no- 
thing at all ; my wife throwing Bob An- 


derſon on the bed to keep him away from 


me, had hold of him round the middle; 
got him in her arms ; ſhe begged of him 
leveral times, my dear Bob do not hurt my 
huſband ; ſhe did not give him an angry 
word then, James Field ſeeing Anderſon 
ſo reſolute with a knife, laid hold of Lau- 
rence and. dragged her out of the room. 
He told my wife ſeveral times that if ſhe 
did not let him go he would ſcore her 
that was ſaid before Field took Laurence 


out of the room; they had not been gone 


a minute before I faw. Bob Anderſon ſtrike 
my wife I ſaw the blood—and ran down 
ſtairs directly and cried out oh Lord! oh 
Lord! they have killed my wife! they 
have killed my wife! Goodall begged of 
Anderſon for the knife; ſays he, Bob, 
give me the knife, I will ſerve it out among 
any of them; that was before ſhe received 
the wound: he repeated thoſe words ſeveral ' 
times; then upon my running down ſtairs 
Goodall followed me with a quart pot, and 
Robert Anderſon with a naked knife in his 
hand—I did not mind what he bad in his 
hand beſide the quart pot, but he threw it 
at me, and faid he would cut my ſcull 


open—he hit me ſomewhere in the body, 


bur I did not feel where in my fright. —

tioned, Gentlemen, the particular cireum- 
ſtances of the preſent caſe lay within a very 
ſmall compaſs, and are ſuch as I am afraid 
will preclude the unhappy man at the bar
